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Unless otherwise specifically provided for in rules 4101:1-30-01 or 4101:5-1-01 to 4101:5-3-02 of
the Administrative Code, compliance with the applicable technical provisions and requirements of
the standards listed in "Table 4101:5-3-01" of the Administrative Code is prima facie evidence of
conformity with accepted engineering practice or with an approved standard governing the design,
construction, repair, alteration and maintenance of elevators.
